M. Je Confeilley Butzow, I have not been fo much go- 
verned by motives of refentment, as by the imperious 
confiderations of my dignity. \ 

Tn confequence of thefe principles, I am far from in- 
tending to examine at length the inconfiltent and offen- 
{ive contents of the Ruan Manifelto—offenfive not 
only to me, but to other European powers 3—and well 
knowing the nature of the influence of England upoo 
’ the reigning Czar, 1 confider it below me to anfwer this 
Manifelto, being aceountable for my political con-
